MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 27th November, 1996 

S. O. 823(E) ;—Whereas, the National Socialist Council of Nagaland, and all factions, wings and front organisations 
thereof under various leaders (hereinafter referred to as NSCN) and the agencies purporting to act in or behalf of the NSCN or 
in its name ;— 

(1) has been declaring as its policy objectives of secession of the Naga inhabited areas, a part of the territory of India, 
from the Union; 

(2) has been engaging in unlawful activities which are prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India; 

(3) in pursuance of its aims and objectives engaged in several unlawful and violent activities during the period when 
it had been declared as unlawful association, thereby undermining the authority of the lawfully established 
government and spreading terror and violence among the people for achieving their objectives. 

And whereas, the Central Government is fUrther of the opinion that violent and unlawful activity include— 

(a) large scale killing of civilians and personnel belonging to the police and security forces; 

(b) extortion of ftmds and collection of illegal tax from the public including businessmen, traders and government 
officials in Nagaland, Manipur and parts of Assam and Arunachal Pradesh;, 

(c) maintaining and further strengthening links with the other North-East insurgent groups-like the ULFA, Bodo 
militants, Meitei, Tripura and Khasi extremist groups and extending suppoft to them; 
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(d) maintaining sanctuaries, safe havens and training camps in the neighbouring countries; 

(e) procuring large number of arms and ammunition, including sophisticated ones, through clandestine/illegal chan¬ 
nels abroad and induct them secretly into Manipur and Nagaland through some neighbouring countries; 

(f) utilising international fora like the UN Commission on Human Rights, the Working Group on Indigenous peoples 
etc, for anti-Indian propaganda abroad; 

(g) rejection of all peace initiatives and offers of peace talks; 

(h) extending active support to Naga villagers for causing and fomenting communal clashes between the Nagas and 
Kuki tribals in Manipur and Nagaland. 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that for the aforesaid reasons the NSCN is an unlawful associa¬ 
tion; ' 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Preven¬ 
tion) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967); the Central Government hereby declares the National Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN) 
including all its factions, wings and front organisations as unlawful associations; 

And whereas the Central Government is further of the opinion that if there is no immediate curb and control, it will take 
the opportunity to— 

(1) mobiles its cadres for escalatling its secessionist, subversive and tcrrorist/violent activities; 

(2) openly propagate anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to India's sovereignty and national 
integrity; 

(3) indulge in increased killings of civilians and targettiug of police and security forces personnel; 

(4) procure and induct more illegal arms and ammunition from across the international borders; 

(5) raise the level of anti-India propaganda abroad in connivance with foreign agencies; 

(6) extort and collect huge funds and illegal taxes from the public for its unlawful activities. 

Having regard to the above circumstances, the Central Government is of the firm opinion that it is necessary to declare 
the NSCN, and all its factions, wings and front organisations thereof as unlawful associations with immediate effect; and 
accordingly in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub-section 3 of the said Section 3, the Central Government 
directs that the notification shall, subject to any order that may be made under Section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date 
of its publication in the Official Gazette. 
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
